Magnetic  stripe  offers  more  services

Final  administrative  approval  was  given  yesterday  for 
new  type  of  identification  card  for  BYU  faculty,  staff 
ind  students. 

“The  new  cards  will  offer  a  wider  range  of  services  and 
ill  be  much  more  versatile,”  said  Ryan  Thomas,  chair- 
lan  of  a  special  university  research  and  development 
ommittee  that  has  been  working  on  the  new  cards  for 
ver  a  year. 

New  cards  will  be  issued  beginning  fall  semester,  “The 
igistics  haven’t  all  been  worked  out,  but  it  will  be  a 
■emendous  task  to  distribute  more  than  40,000  cards  at 
nee,”  said  Thomas. 

The  new  cards  will  be  smaller  in  size  than  the  current 
ird.  “They  will  be  similar  in  many  ways  to  a  bank  credit 
ird,”  said  Thomas,  referring  to  the  size  and  magnetic 
'.ripe  on  the  back  of  the  card. 

A  problem  with  cards  currently  in  use  has  been  the  bar 
bde  stickers  that  are  issued  at  the  beginning  of  each 
mester.  They  become  unreadable  to  light- wands  and 
imputer  readers  shortly  after  they  are  issued. 

“They  (bar  code  stickers)  get  worn,  scratched  and  torn 
id  the  readers  just  won’t  read  them  very  well  after  a 
iiuple  of  weeks  into  the  semester,”  said  Les  Titus,  man¬ 
ner  of  the  I.D.  Center  in  the  Wilkinson  Center. 

Bar  codes  hold  comparatively  little  information  as 
[ell  Cards  with  magnetic  stripes  hold  more  information 
up  to  512  characters  versus  only  11  with  bar  codes. 
“Technology  is  such  that  all  large  organizations  are 


going  to  the  stripe,”  said  Thomas,  referring  to  other 
universities,  businesses  and  financial  institutions  that 
have  incorporated  its  use. 

“The  whole  focus  of  our  research  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  is  for  better  service  delivery  to  card  holders.  One 
of  the  things  we  hope  it  will  accomplish  is  shorter  lines 
and  less  confusion  at  many  areas  on  campus.” 

Potentially  congested  areas  the  new  card  may  help 
include  the  testing  center,  the  check-cashing  windows  in 
the  bookstore  and  administration  building,  library  ser¬ 
vices,  the  Courgareat  and  on-campus  dining  areas. 

Students  will  no  longer  need  to  fill  out  duplicate  demo¬ 
graphic  information  sheets  at  different  areas  on  campus, 
according  to  Thomas.  This  information  will  be  recorded 
in  the  mag-stripe.  Students  registering  at  the  health 
center,  for  example,  need  only  run  their  card  through 
the  stripe  reader. 

Current  cardholders  are  required  to  leave  their  cards 
at  many  places  on.  campus  as  a  security  when  using 
certain  services  or  renting  equipment.  The  new  card  will 
eliminate  the  dilemma  a  students  face  when  the  card  is 
needed  for  something  else. 

F or  example,  if  a  student  were  to  rent  a  bicycle  from 
Outdoors  Unlimited,  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to 
check  out  a  book  from  the  library  or  get  services  from 
the  physical  education  buildings  until  the  bike  was  re¬ 
turned. 

“Information  can  be  recorded  on  the  mag-stripe  which 
will  identify  that  the  holder  has  rented  a  bicycle,”  said 
Thomas.  “The  holder  could  then  keep  his  card  to  use  at 
other  university  services.  ” 


State  lost  $1.5  million 
on  early  retirement  act 

Plan  intended  to  reduce  state's  work  force 
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The  Utah  legislature’s  budget-cut¬ 
ting  early  retirement  act,  House  Bill 
142,  represents  a  windfall  for  retiring 
school  administrators  and  will  cost 
more  money  than  it  saves,  critics  say. 

Rial  Allen,  Alpine  Education  Asso¬ 
ciation  president,  and  Allan  J.  Witt, 
director  of  the  Utah  Foundation  (UF) 
claim  that  the  net  effect  will  be  that 
state  funds  appropriated  by  the  legis¬ 
lature  will  be  used  to  subsidize  the 
retirement  of  administrators. 

School  districts  will  replace  the 
high-paid  people  immediately  and  the 
taxpayer  will  pick  up  the  tab,  they 
said. 

“The  retirement  plan  was  passed  as 
a  cost-saving  device.  Then  the  state 
had  to  recover  from  the  decision  by 
refusing  to  pay  off  for  unused  vaca¬ 
tion  and  sick  leave,”  said  Allen. 

“Those  taking  advantage  of  the  op¬ 
tion  are  the  people  at  least  50-55  years 
old  with  30  years  tenure,  those  in  the 
high-paying  brackets,”  said  Allen. 

Administrators  choose  plan 

A  larger  percentage  of  administrators  fit  in  this  cate¬ 
gory  than  teachers.  Statistical  data  in  Alpine  District 
show  that  22  percent  of  administrators  are  taking  the 
early  retirement  option,  compared  with  only  2  percent  of 
the  teachers  exercising  the  option. 

“Early  retirement  provides  incentive  to  high-paid  ad¬ 
ministrators  to  leave  their  posts  early,  but  the  people 
taking  the  option  have  been  close  to  retirement  anyway,” 
said  Allan  J.  Witt,  director  of  UF,  a  private  tax  research 
organization. 

The  early  retirement  option  is  available  for  only  a  two- 
month  period  this  year.  It  may  be  viewed  as  unfair  and 
discriminatory  by  those  who  retired  in  the  past  or  will 
retire  in  the  future,  pressuring  the  legislature  to  extend 
the  option  to  others,  according  to  a  UF  study. 

Retirement  option  debated; 
lawmakers  want  regulation 

experts,  feeling  that  the  state  will 
suffer  in  the  long  run. 

“A  tremendous  amount  of  time  and 
effort  went  into  the  bill,  but  it  is  actu- 
arily  unsound  in  the  long  run  and  that 
is  why  I  voted  against  it,”  said  Peter¬ 
son. 

Harword  said  he  relied  on  the  rec¬ 
ommendation  by  insurance  consul¬ 
tants  that  the  early  retirement  plan 
would  represent  substantial  savings. 

Harword  added  that  the  purpose  of 
the  early  retirement  option  is  two¬ 
fold,  “The  first  is  to  consolidate  posi¬ 
tions  vacated  by  early  retirees  and 
not  re-hiring  anyone  new  ...  the  sec¬ 
ond  is  to  reduce  overall  compensation 
level  of  employees.”  The  overall  goal 
is  a  10-percent  reduction  in  adminis¬ 
tration  costs,  said  Harword.  “If  the 
departments  don’t  catch  the  vision, 
then  we  will  have  to  take  harsher 
measures  to  reach  the  goal.” 


Early  retirement  statistics 

for  Alpine  and  Nebo  districts 
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Utah  lawmakers  would  like  to  mod¬ 
ify  the  state  employee’s  early  retire¬ 
ment  package,  preserving  its  original 
intent  to  save  money  for  the  state. 

One  loophole  has  cost  the  state  $1.5 
million  because  46  retiring  employees 
switched  from  the  old  plan  to  the  new 
early  retirement  option. 

“I  would  like  to  pass  a  retroactive 
statute  against  these  people  who  have 
abused  the  early  retirement  option,” 
said  Rep.  Byron  Lee  Harword,  Early 
Retirement  Subcommittee. 

Sen.  C.E.  Chuck  Peterson  said  that 
he  would  like  to  see  some  regulation 
blocking  the  46  retirees  from  receiv¬ 
ing  the  added  benefits  from  the  early 
retirement  plan. 

Some  legislators  debated  over  the 
long-term  life  studies  provided  by  the 


“Forty-six  state  employees  who  retired  aborted  the 
state’s  old  retirement  plan  for  the  early  retirement  op¬ 
tion,”  said  Witt.  “It  cost  the  state  an  unanticipated  $1.5 
million  in  revenues.” 

Reduce  work  force 

The  plan  intends  to  reduce  the  state  work  force  without 
resorting  to  layoffs.  However,  the  long-term  retirement 
cost  may  more  than  offset  any  short-term  savings  result¬ 
ing  from  reduced  payroll. costs,  according  to  UF. 

“The  plan  was  supposed  to  be  a  short-term  cost-cutting 
initiative  but  the  legislature  bought  a  pig  in  a  poke,”  said 
Bruce  Bailey,  UF  research  analyst. 

The  plan  could  also  leave  a  serious  shortage  of  experi¬ 
enced  and  knowledgeable  personnel  in  some  local  school 
districts,  says  the  UF  report. 

Disrupts  system 

“Replacement  creates  trauma  in  the  system,”  said 
Wayne  Nelson,  Nebo  District  super¬ 
intendent.  “It  is  difficult  to  do,  be¬ 
cause  we’ll  have  to  fly  by  the  seat  of 
our  pants  at  first.  My  guess  is  that  we 
will  have  saved  money  for  the  state, 
but  it  is  a  gamble  and  I  don’t  have 
hard  data  to  support  it  one  way  or 
another.” 

Administrators  who  are  leaving 
will  have  to  be  replaced  immediately. 
For  example,  Alpine  District  will  im¬ 
mediately  replace  the  administrators 
lost  to  early  retirement  because  most 
are  principals  and  vice  principals. 

“We  are  not  prepared  to  eliminate 
the  position  of  assistant  principal  or 
principal  in  our  schools,”  said  Clark 
Cox,  Alpine  superintendent. 

Witt  says  the  state  will  save  money 
in  at  least  one  way:  “the  retirement 
fund  is  large  and  well  based,  and  this 
is  an  indirect  way  of  funding  schools 
by  funneling  money  from  the  retire¬ 
ment  fund.” 

The  bill  was  directed  at  state  em¬ 
ployees  in  the  capital,  but  it  also  af¬ 
fected  some  city,  county,  and  school 
employees.  “The  state  failed  to  look  at 
the  long-term,  far-reaching  effects  on 
these  people,”  added  Witt.

Burnside  declined  comment 
when  contacted  by  telephone  late 
Wednesday. 

BYU  officials  and  University 
Police  have  been  probing  the  dis¬ 
appearance  of  the  missjng  art¬ 
works  since  last  August. 

Paul  Richards,  Director  of  BYU 
Public  Communications,  said  that 
a  seven-year  statute  of  limita¬ 
tions  on  a  case  involving  Burnside 
would  have  run  out  Thursday, 
and  that  university  officials  had 
presented  information  they  had 
collected  to  the  Utah  County  at¬ 
torney. 

Richards  said  the  university  “would  not  gain  any¬ 
thing  out  of  the  criminal  proceedings,”  but  would 
attempt  to  recover  the  art  through  civil  channels. 

Killpack  said  Burnside  was  one  of  more  than  a 
dozen  people  being  investigated,  but  his  involve¬ 
ment  was  only  a  part  of  the  overall  loss  of  the 
pieces,  which  appeared  to  have  been  misplaced  or 


taken  under  a  variety  of  circumstances, 

“It’s  not  a  classical  case  of  theft,  of  someone 
physically  taking  an  art  piece  off  the  wall,”  Kill- 
pack  said. 

University  officials  have  said  that  most  of  the 
missing  pieces  are  thought  to  have  left  the  collec¬ 
tion  sometime  between  1972  and  1978,  which 
would  likely  make  it  impossible  to  prosecute  under 
the  seven-year  limit.  However,  they  were  continu¬ 
ing  to  look  into  disappearances  believed  to  have 
occurred  within  the  past  five  or  six  years. 

Meanwhile,  BYU  has  renewed  its  offer  of 
amnesty  from  criminal  and  civil  action  to  people 
who  return  missing  artworks.  A  month-long 
amnesty  concluded  May  1,  but  only  a  dozen  pieces 
were  returned. 

Richards  said  the  amnesty  was  being  resumed  to 
allow  more  people  outside  the  Provo  area  to  learn 
about  the  investigation  and  the  amnesty  period. 

“We  didn’t  get  the  word  out  very  well,”  he  said. 
June  editions  of  the  “BYU  Today”  magazine  will 
contain  information  about  the  investigation  and 
amnesty.

I;  Center  for  Disease  Control  in 
ta  said  hospital  workers  should 


follow  strict  precautions  but  not  be 
alarmed. 

The  center  also  stressed  that  there 
is  still  no  evidence  that  AIDS  can  be 
transmitted  through  causal  contact. 

The  new  cases  documented  by  the 
CDC  were  reported  by  The  Atlanta 
Constitution,  The  New  York  Times 
and  The  Washington  Post. 

One  of  the  cases  involved  a  worker 
who  had  blood  spattered  into  her 
mouth  when  she  was  drawing  blood 
from  an  infected  patient,  Dr.  James 
Curran,  head  of  the  CDC’s  AIDS 
branch,  said  Tuesday. 

All  of  the  women  had  skin  problems 
that  might  have  contributed  to  the 
virus’s  transmission,  Curran  said. 

“The  take-home  message  here  is 
that  it  emphasizes  that  health  care 
workers  coming  into  contact  with 
blood  should  follow  certain  precau¬ 


tions,”  he  said. 

Officials  at  Utah  Valley  Regional 
Medical  Center  said  they  will  not 
change  their  procedures  for  handling 
AIDS  patients  until  recommenda¬ 
tions  are  received  from  the  CDC. 

Clark  Caras,  spokesman  for 
UVRMC,  said  Wednesday  that  the 
blood  of  AIDS  victims  is  subject  to 
the  same  precautionary  measures  as 
the  blood  of  victims  with  other  “iso¬ 
lated”  diseases  like  hepatitis. 

“Any  time  someone  draws  the 
blood  of  an  AIDS  victim  they  wear  a 
mask,  gloves  and  gown,”  said  Caras. 
“The  vial  is  then  labeled  so  techni¬ 
cians  who  work  with  the  blood  will  be 
aware  that  it  is  from  an  AIDS  victim.  ” 

Caras  said  the  hospital  has  a  special 
area  that  is  used  to  treat  AIDS  pa¬ 
tients  when  they  are  admitted.  “We 
have  treated  AIDS  patients,  but  we 


could  count  the  number  of  patients  on 
one  hand,”  he  said. 

According  to  Caras,  all  nurses  as¬ 
signed  to  this  area  of  the  hospital  are 
aware  of  the  type  of  virus  involved 
and  take  all  precautions  necessary. 

Although  the  disease  has  not 
reached  the  epidemic  level  in  Utah, 
Caras  said  that  UVRMC  is  taking  the 
same  precautions  as  hospitals  in  areas 
like  in  Los  Angeles  or  San  Francisco, 
where  the  frequency  of  AIDS  pa¬ 
tients  is  significantly  higher. 

“All  blood  that  is  donated  or  drawn 
here  is  screened  for  the  AIDS  just 
like  it  is  everywhere,  even  though  the 
disease  is  not  at  a  critical  level  here,” 
he  said. 

The  CDS  has  previously  advocated 
precautions,  including  wearing 
gloves,  masks,  gowns  and  eye  protec¬ 
tion,  in  handling  AIDS  patients.

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Missile  strike  might  have  been  prevented 


MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP) — The  captain  of  the  USS  Stark  said  Wedneesday 
his  men  had  only  seconds  to  defend  their  ship  against  an  Iraqi  missile  strike  — 
not  enough  time  to  prevent  the  attack  that  claimed  37  lives. 

Cmdr.  Glenn  Brindel  told  a  news  conference  the  crew  intentionally  kept  the 
Phalanx  anti-missile  system  on  manual  to  avoid  shooting  down  the  wrong 
target  in  the  crowded  waters  of  the  Persian  Gulf.  If  the  system  had  been  on 
automatic,  he  said,  the  missile  strike  might  have  been  prevented. 

Brindel  said  the  Stark’s  crew  knew  at  least  one  Iraqi  F-l  Mirage  was 
approaching,  but  the  crew  did  not  realize  missiles  had  been  fired  until  it  was 
“too  late.” 

He  said  the  Stark  did  not  detect  the  separation  of  missiles  from  the  aircraft 
and  the  only  warning,  only  a  few  seconds  before  they  slammed  into  the  ship, 
came  from  a  crewman  on  lookout  duty  who  visually  spotted  a  missile. 

The  Pentagon  said  Wednesday  an  unexploded  missile  warhead  has  been 
found  on  board  the  Stark.  Robert  Sims,  the  Pentagon’s  chief  spokesman,  said 
the  crew  of  the  ship  was  not  considered  to  be  in  any  danger  and  that  disposal 
teams  were  working  on  the  warhead  to  “render  it  safe”  for  removal. 

The  bodies  of  35  of  the  crewmen  killed  in  the  attack  began  their  journey 
home  today  after  a  ceremony  at  Bahrain  International  Airport. 

Eleven  of  the  bodies  have  not  been  identified.  In  addition  to  the  35,  two 
crewmen  are  missing  and  presumed  dead. 


Nicaraguan  rebel  testifies  at  hearing 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Nicaraguan  rebel  leader  Adolfo  Calero  testified 
today  he  met  three  or  four  times  with  President  Reagan  during  a  two-year  ban 
on  U.S.  military  aid  to  his  forces,  but  never  mentioned  Lt.  Col.  Oliver  North’s 
secret  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Contras. 

“No,  sir,  no,”  Calero  replied  at  the  Iran-Contra  hearings  when  asked  if  he 
and  Reagan  discussed  either  North’s  activities  or  the  Contras’  efforts  to  raise 
funds  from  foreign  sources  as  a  replacement  for  U.S.  aid  cut  off  by  Congress. 

Testifying  under  oath,  Calero  said  he  raised  $33.7  million  for  the  Contras 
during  the  two-year  period ,  adding  that  he  told  N orth  “practically  everything” 
about  the  weapons  he  bought  with  the  funds. 

“I  had  no  reservation.  I  had  full  confidence  and  trust  in  him,”  Calero  told  the 
congressional  Iran-Contra  hearing.  He  said  the  two  men  met  about  50  times 
during  the  two  years. 

Testifying  under  oath,  Calero  said  he  received  $32  million  from  a  single 
Middle  Eastern  source  -  believed  to  be  Saudi  Arabia. 


Utahn  sentenced  in  Utah  County  drug  case 


SALT  LAKE  C  IT Y  ( AP)  —  Convicted  drug  dealer  Keith  Lynn  J enkins  was 
sentenced  to  23  years  in  prison  for  running  a  Utah  County  drug  ring  and  for 
failure  to  pay  taxes  on  his  illegal  earnings. 

Jenkins,  convicted  in  January  of  41  charges  including  selling  and  distribut¬ 
ing  drugs  to  a  minor  and  conspiracy,  refused  to  make  a  statement  on  his  own 
behalf  before  U.S.  District  Judge  J.  Thomas  Greene  on  the  advice  of  his 
attorneys. 

Jenkins’  attorney,  James  Barber,  told  Greene  Wednesday  that  information 
contained  in  the  pre-sentencing  report  was  misleading  and  asked  that  it  be 
clarified,  especially  passages  which  implied  his  client  had  dealt  in  drugs 
continuously  for  more  than  six  years. 

Barber  told  Greene,  who  did  not  preside  at  the  trial,  that  evidence  pre¬ 
sented  at  trial  did  not  prove  Jenkins  dealt  in  drugs  the  entire  period  and  that 
several  charges  had  been  filed  for  a  single  transaction,  implying  that  Jenkins 
was  more  active  than  he  was. 


In  response,  Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Wayne  Dance  maintained  that 
Jenkins’  drug  activities  could  be  inferred  from  evidence  presented  at  the  trial.

Thistle  update 

County  lawsuit  dismissed

Utah  County  has  been  dismissed  from  a  lawsuit  filed  by 
the  residents  of  Thistle,  a  tiny  mountain  town  flooded  by 
the  1983  Spanish  Fork  Canyon  mud  slide,  according  to 
deputy  county  attorney,  Guy  Burningham. 

Judge  George  E.  Ballif  signed  a  dismissal  order  Tues¬ 
day,  which  absolves  Utah  County  from  any  negligence  in 
its  handling  of  the  disaster.  The  order  means  county  tax¬ 
payers  will  not  have  to  assume  any  cost  incurred  because 
of  the  disaster. 

Thistle  residents  filed  lawsuits  against  the  county,  the 
State  of  Utah,  and  the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  Western 
Railroad,  contending  their  land  was  taken  without  due 
process  or  just  compensation  following  the  1983  mud  slide. 

A  massive  amount  of  mud  dammed  the  Spanish  Fork 
river,  and  created  a  three-mile  long  lake  that  covered 
Thistle,  leaving  homes  completely  underwater  and  de¬ 
stroying  area  rail  lines  and  a  stretch  of  highway. 

According  to  Judge  Lynn  Davis,  former  deputy  county 
attorney,  Thistle  residents  complained  that,  the  county 
had  “taken”  their  land.  Taking  of  land  is  a  legal  term  that 


refers  to  the  government’s  action  by  means  of  passing  a 
bill  to  use  a  person’s  property  for  various  reasons  without 
compensation 

The  Associated  Press  reported  the  landowners  in  This¬ 
tle  want  to  be  paid  for  the  property  rights  they  say  were 
lost  when  their  town  was  declared  a  disaster  area,  and 
state,  county  and  railroad  authorities  worked  in  the  area. 

Davis  said  the  county  became  involved  with  the  Thistle 
disaster  because  of  critical  public  safety  issues.  In  doing 
so,  Davis  said  he  felt  the  county’s  action  was  a  legitimate 
response  to  the  emergency. 

“Utah  County  didn’t  cause  the  damage,”  said  Burning- 
ham. 

After  an  examination  to  determine  damages,  Thistle 
residents  and  the  county  agreed  it  was  not  the  county’s 
fault  the  land  was  destroyed. 

Burningham  said  residents  recognize  it  might  have 
been  the  state  of  Utah  or  it  might  have  been  the  railroad, 
consequently  the  suits  against  the  two  other  defendants 
have  been  retained. 

Davis  said  the  county  has  offered  Thistle  residents  com¬ 
pensation  in  the  event  that  the  area  is  turned  into  a 
recreational  lake  in  the  future.

BRIGHAM  CITY  (AP)  —  The  first  full-scale  test-firing  of  a  shuttle  booster 
rocket  likely  will  be  next  week,  Morton  Thiokol  said. 

The  purpose  of  the  test  “is  to  evaluate  a  number  of  materials  and  engineer¬ 
ing  concepts  which  could  ultimately  be  incorporated  in  a  redesigned  shuttle 
solid  rocket  motor,”  company  spokesman  Rocky  Raab  said  Tuesday. 

The  company’s  Wasatch  Division  has  been  redesigning  the  rocket  since  a 
presidential  commission  found  that  a  joint  on  a  Challenger  booster  rocket 
failed  in  freezing  weather.  Seven  crew  members  perished  in  the  Jan.  28, 1986, 
explosion. 

Meantime,  the  aerospace  company  also  plans  the  first  in  a  series  of  Nozzle 
Joint  Environment  Simulator  test  firings  on  May  22,  Raab  said. 

The  purpose  of  NJES  test  is  to  study  the  nozzle-to-case  joint  in  the  original 
booster-rocket  configuration  and  obtain  other  data  on  the  article’s  perfor¬ 
mance,  he  said. 

Legislature  gives  OK  to  faster  speed  limit 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  Utah  Legislature  on  Wednesday  voted 
overwhelmingly  to  boost  the  speed  limit  on  freeways  in  some  areas  to  65  mph 
and  corrected  a  $33  million  error  in  a  state  income  tax  bill. 

Laboring  late  into  the  night,  the  Legislature  also  approved  a  package  of 
sales  tax  and  unemployment  insurance  breaks  for  Basic  Manufacturing  Tech¬ 
nologies  of  Utah,  a  group  negotiating  the  purchase  of  the  idled  Geneva  Works 
where  some  5,500  workers  have  lost  jobs  since  1980. 

The  speed-limit  change  sped  through  both  houses  and  was  signed  in  the 
afternoon  by  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter,  who  wanted  the  higher  speed  limit  to  be 
in  effect  by  the  Memorial  Day  weekend. 

Bangerter  made  the  change  official  by  personally  posting  the  first  65  mph 
sign  on  Interstate,  80  west  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  measure  cleared  the  Senate  by  a  24-5  vote  and  the  House  by  66-5.  The 
bill  permits  the  65  mph  limit  on  interstate  highways  in  areas  where  the 
metropolitan  population  is  less  than  50,000  people. 

Negative  comment  was  limited  to  complaints  from  legislators  who  wanted 
the  speed  limit  raised  on  state  highways  as  well,  which  still  is  proscribed  by 
federal  law. 


A  dry  spring  and  an  overgrowth  of 
foliage  from  past  wet  years  has 
brought  Utah’s  forest  and  range  fire 
season  early  this  year,  said  officials. 

“The  fire  season  usually  begins 
mid-June,  but  we’re  looking  at  those 
conditions  now,”  said  Bob  Mitchell, 
fire  management  officer  for  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Land  Management. 

The  wet  years  in  the  past  have 
caused  an  increase  of  plant  growth 
which  provides  fast-burning  fuel  dur¬ 
ing  dry  weather. 

“Dry  weather  is  not  necessarily 
bad,”  said  Mitchell.  “In  dry  weather, 
fuel  does  not  grow,  but  what’s  there 
will  burn  fast.  In  wet  weather  fuel 
grows  fast  but  helps  put  fires  out.” 

Cheat  grass  has  overcome  much  of 
the  range  lands  in  Rush  Valley,  Skull 
Valley  and  Puddle  Valley. 

“Cheat  grass  has  no  value  to  live¬ 
stock  or  wildlife.  It’s  a  flashy  fuel  that 
burns  super  fast  and  hot,”  said 
Mitchell.  “I’ve  seen  flames  as  high  as 
15  to  20  feet,”  he  said. 

Cheat  grass  spreads  and  leaves 
seeds  that  are  fire  resistant.  “If  we 
burn  off  the  grass  it  just  grows  back 
the  next  year,”  said  Mitchell. 


The  BLM  is  trying  several  methods 
to  reduce  the  fire  hazard  and  stop  the 
spread  of  cheat  grass.  One  method  is 
“green  stripping”  or  planting  fire  re¬ 
sistant  grasses  in  300-foot  strips  ev¬ 
ery  five  miles. 

Mitchell  said  these  warm-season 
grasses  are  green  and  “succulent”  in 
hot  dry  periods  and  provide  a  natural 
fire  barrier. 

Seventy-five  percent  of  fires  in  the 
desert  regions  are  caused  by  light¬ 
ning,  and  25  percent  are  man-made, 
while  lightning  causes  80  percent  of 
the  fires  in  forest  regions. 

“Lightning  causes  the  greatest 
amount  of  fires,  but  man-made  fires 
cause  the  greatest  amount  of  dam¬ 
age,”  said  Jerry  Smith,  deputy  fire 
staff  officer  for  Uinta  National 
Forest.  “They  (man-made  fires)  start 
at  the  bottom  of  the  canyons,  where 
the  campgrounds  are,  and  go  up  from 
there.” 

Smith  said  there  is  little  fire  regula¬ 
tion  in  the  forest,  but  those  who  are 
caught  starting  a  forest  fire  could  be 
held  liable  for  the  cost  of  putting  it 
out. 

Both  Mitchell  and  Smith  urged  the 
public  to  be  careful  with  fire  this  sum¬ 
mer  and  to  report  fires  as  soon  as  they 
are  noticed.

they  represent  something.  It  could  be 
fingers,  or  trees,  something  where 
they  are  both  reaching.  But  you  have 
to  be  careful  not  to  think  of  it  as 
merely  representing  something,  be¬ 
cause  sometimes  it’s  not  always  a  di¬ 
rect  representation,”  said  Allen. 

“Let  the  pieces  just  exist.  They 
may  touch  something  in  your  uncon¬ 
scious,  Such  as  red  in  a  piece  remind¬ 
ing  you  of  blood.” 

Allen  hopes  the  viewer  will  relate 
both  on  a  conscious  and  an  uncon¬ 
scious  level.  “I  believe  that  our  inner 
life  is  the  true  reality;  what  happens 
outwardly  is  secondary,”  she  said. 

Her  sculptures  currently  sit  close 
together  on  a  table  in  her  small  stu¬ 
dio,  waiting  the  finishing  touches  be¬ 
fore  exhibition. 

Some  have  several  “fingers,”  and 
some  only  have  a  few.  They  range  in 
color  and  texture  and  a  few  still  await 
the  final  glaze  and  firing. 

This  work  is  the  result  of  a  two- 
year  creative  journey  that  began  with 


a  radical  shift  in  direction  and  con¬ 
struction  methods,  said  Allen.  “While 
these  pieces  are  obviously  sculptural, 
they  are  still  deeply  grounded  in  the 
ceramic  tradition.” 

Allen  said  she  prefers  ceramics  and 
sculptural  objects  because  they  have 
substance.  “A  painting  is  an  illusion  of 
something.  A  sculpture  is  real;  people 
touch  it  like  they  would  a  tree  or  a 
table.” 

She  gets  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction 
from  working  on  and  looking  at  her 
sculptures.  Bending  over  to  illustrate 
her  point  she  said,  “I  have  carried  the 
unfinished  pieces  on  my  back  men¬ 
tally  for  a  long  time,  so  it’s  an  exciting 
thing  to  see  them  come  together.”

In  response  to  your  opinion  con¬ 
cerning  televangelism,  I  too,  find 
some  aspects  of  charismatic  Chris¬ 
tianity  distasteful.  However,  the  tone 
and  content  of  the  editorial  were  trou¬ 
bling  for  several  reasons: 

1.  I  question  the  accuracy  of  your 
statement  that  “much  of  organized  re¬ 
ligion  (is  smarting)  from  the  embar¬ 
rassing  sting”  of  the  recent  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  PTL.  Actually,  most 
analysts  believed  that,  outside  the 
PTL  itself,  the  impact  of  these  events 
on  organized  religion  in  America  has 
been  and  will  continue  to  be  minimal. 

2.  I  think  it  is  presumptuous  to 
speak  on  behalf  of  six  million  people  in 
the  LDS  Church  who,  you  say,  regard 
these  events  “without  more  than  a 
wince  of  sympathy.”  Despite  the  fact 
that  I  regard  the  theology  of  the  tele¬ 
vangelists  as  shallow  and  misguided 
and  dislike  their  habit  of  belittling  di¬ 
vergent  religious  views  and  practices 
(including  my  own),  I,  for  one,  take  no 
particular  pleasure  in  seeing  a  person 
publicly  humiliated  for  his/her  per¬ 
sonal  transgressions.  Nor  can  I  help 
but  feel  sympathy  for  the  pain  and 
sorrow  of  the  Bakker  family  and  their 


followers  who  include  many  honest, 
devout  people  trying  sincerely  to  live 
Christian  lives.  Principles  of  compas¬ 
sion,  tolerance,  withholding  judg¬ 
ment,  and  forgiveness  which  are  fun¬ 
damental  to  our  LDS  Christian  faith 
impel  us,  I  believe,  to  a  position  of 
sympathy  of  the  plight  of  others  even 
if  their  religious  views  and  lifestyles 
are  contrary  to  ours. 

3.  You  contrast  the  turmoil  and  dis¬ 
illusionment  in  the  PTL  following  the 
Bakker  scandal  with  the  peace  and 
prosperity  in  the  LDS  Church  follow¬ 
ing  the  deaths  of  our  first  two 
prophets.  However,  this  analogy  is 
faulty  and  misleading,  and  therefore 
your  conclusions  based  on  it  are,  in 
my  opinion,  flawed.  A  more  carefully 
drawn  parallel  would  have  avoided 
the  supercilious  assertion  that  “most 
members  of  the  LDS  Church  have  a 
difficult  time  understanding  why  it  is 
so  shattering  to  PTL  followers  to 
learn  that  their  chief  pastor  is  guilty 
of  sin.”  The  truly  analogous  scenario 
in  our  own  church  is  not  what  hap¬ 
pened  after  Joseph  Smith  and 
Brigham  Young  passed  away,  but 
what  might  happen  if  our  own  “chief 
pastor”  —  the  president  of  the 
Church  —  were  found  guilty  of  adul¬ 
tery  and  embezzling  tithing  funds.  In 
light  of  this  consideration,  I  find  no 
difficulty  understanding  the  conster¬ 
nation  of  PTL  members,  for  I  am  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  impact  in  this  case 
would  be  at  least  as  (if  not  more)  shat¬ 


tering  in  the  LDS  community  as  it  has 
been  in  the  PTL  congregation. 

4.  Your  conclusion  that  “Latter- 
day  Saints  should  be  immensely 
grateful  that  their  faith  is  not  rooted 
in  charismatic  men”  but  in  “solid  ... 
doctrines  of  salvation”  is  disturbing. 
Not  only  is  it  unsound  because  of  the 
faulty  premise  described  above,  but  it 
reflects  the  kind  of  smug,  “all  is  well” 
posture  which  the  scriptures  caution 
us  to  avoid.  Ironically,  our  detractors 
accuse  us  of  just  the  opposite:  Latter- 
day  Saints  are  not  well-grounded  in 
doctrine  and  scripture  but  are  com¬ 
pletely  reliant  on  the  church  hier¬ 
archy  for  guidance  and  instruction. 
Moreover,  our  own  church  leaders 
have  frequently  expressed  their  con¬ 
cern  that  members  are  overly  depen¬ 
dent  on  their  leaders  and  do  not  seek 
scriptural  knowledge  and  spiritual  di¬ 
rection  on  their  own. 

In  short,  I  think  that  the  conde¬ 
scending  tone  of  the  editorial  was  in¬ 
appropriate  and  that  the  underlying 
logic  of  the  thesis  was  skewed.  In¬ 
stead  of  making  self-indulgent  gener¬ 
alizations  which  may  or  may  not  be 
true,  the  editorial  could  more  prof¬ 
itably  have  helped  us  examine 
whether  the  faith  of  the  saints  is  in 
fact  solidly  rooted  in  doctrine,  scrip¬ 
ture,  and  personal  revelation  rather 
than  in  general  authorities,  stake  and 
ward  leaders  and  missionaries.  We 
would  all  do  well  to  ask  ourselves  this 
question.

In  November,  my  wife  suffered 
from  complications  with  her  preg¬ 
nancy,  which,  according  to  the  IHC 
pamphlet  is  supposed  to  be  covered  as 
a  sickness.  After  three  months  of  lis¬ 
tening  to  IHC  excuses  they  finally 
told  me  that  they  would  not  cover  my 
wife’s  hospitalization. 

I  then  took  my  problem  to  the  BYU 
administration  and,  after  two 
months,  they  told  me  that  they 
thought  I  was  in  the  right,  but  there 
was  nothing  that  they  could  do.  They 
suggested  that  I  go  to  a  lawyer.  That, 
of  course,  is  my  only  alternative,  but 
I’m  not  sure  how  much  money  will  be 
saved  by  this  process. 

Why  can’t  BYU  students  get  a  bet¬ 
ter  insurance  company?  Why  can’t 
students  have  a  plan  by  DMBA,  the 
Church  insurance  company,  like  the 
employees  of  BYU? 

I  would  urge  students  to  express 
their  concern  about  proper  insurance. 
Insurance  does  little  good  if  you  have 
to  go  to  court  to  get  a  claim  paid.

Dollar  must  fall, 
says  economist

The  American  dollar  must  fall  as 
much  as  30  percent  against  foreign 
currencies  to  recapture  competitive¬ 
ness,  according  to  a  world-class 
economist. 

Rudiger  Dornbusch  spoke  at  BYU 
Tuesday  about  the  dollar  value  and 
the  U.S.  trade  deficit  while  visiting 
BYU  as  the  recipient  of  the  J.  Fish 
and  Lillian  F.  Smith  Endowed  Chair 
of  Economics. 

Dornbusch  said  the  dollar  must  fall 
further  to  stimulate  demand  abroad 
for  U.S.  goods.  Dornbusch’s  state¬ 
ment  comes  at  a  time  when  Federal 
Reserve  Chairman  Paul  Volcker  is 
trying  to  stop  the  dollar  from  falling 
further,  according  to  the  Wall  Street 
Journal. 

Dornbusch  also  discussed  the  enor¬ 
mous  debt  of  many  Latin  American 
countries.  He  said  they  must  take  the 
initiative  themselves  to  restructure 
their  debt. 

Many  economists  fear  that  a  fur¬ 
ther  decline  in  the  dollar  will  spur 
inflation  in  the  United  States.  Dorn¬ 
busch  claims  the  risk  of  inflation  is 
very  small,  “Devaluation  of  the  dollar 
will  perhaps  raise  inflation  by  a  per¬ 
cent,  not  by  2  percent.” 

According  to  the  Washington  Post, 
Volcker  has  said  Japan  and  West  Ger¬ 
many  need  to  stimulate  demand 
within  their  economies.  Dornbusch 
said  because  of  their  recent  actions  he 
does  not  expect  them  to  do  anything 
to  stimulate  their  economies  until 
they  feel  the  bite  of  a  lower  dollar. 

“There  is  plenty  of  room,  both  in 
Europe’ and  inJapan,  to ...  use  domes¬ 
tic  policies  to  expand  demand,  (and) 
avoid  a  recession.  They  have  been  re¬ 
luctant  to  do  so;  a  fall  in  the  dollar 
would  force  their  hand  rather  than 
our  talking  ourselves  to  death,”  he 
said. 

Dornbusch  also  spoke  about  the 
need  for  Latin  American  debtor  na¬ 
tions  to  consolidate  their  debts.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  an  editorial  Dornbusch 
wrote  for  a  Brazilian  newspaper,  the 
debtor  nations  must  restructure  their 
debts  so  the  enormous  amounts  of  in¬ 
terest  they  are  paying  is  reinvested  in 
their  own  economies  rather  than  be¬ 
ing  exported  to  U.S.  banks. 

Dornbusch  spent  two  days  at  BYU 
while  receiving  the  endowed  chair. 
He  said  he  was  very  impressed  with 
BYU  and  the  success  and  vitality  of 
its  students. 

According  to  Rulon  Pope,  chairman 
of  the  Economics  Department,  the  J. 
Fish  and  Lillian  F.  Smith  Endowed 
Chair  of  Economics  was  created  to 
“promote,  teach  and  do  research  on 
the  value  of  markets  to  society.”  The 
Economics  Department  uses  the 
chair  to  invite  10  distinguished 
economists  such  as  Dornbusch  each 
year.
